- SEEN BY SIR MARTIN’ 
CONWAY, MP...” 


‘The Russian Crown jewels, 
which have been’ the: subject of 
many rumours, are not only safe 
in State keeping but have .been 
displayed before an English MP. 

He is\Sir Manin Conway, the 
art authority and Cénservative 
member for the English Univer- 
sities, .who returned “to the 
House of Commons .- after 
several weeks in Russia, finding 
out how art fs prospering under 
the new regime, He told a re- 
‘porter that he had visited Moscow 
and Petrograd and had been given 
every facility to study art. 

When authorised to see ‘the 
Crown ‘jewels officials brought 
them ‘and put them on the table 
before them. “They are ‘well 
.enarded,” he said, “and while I 
was extmining them the room was 
full of peonle who were unmi!stake 
ably officials, Their purpose in 
keeping them? Well, the Russian 
sense’ of national property seems 
to have increased in the praportion 
that their respect, for private ‘pro- 
perty has decreased, and I may 
say that the people, there ‘really 
think that this property belongs to 
them. 

“Art has probably never been 
thought more of in Russia than to- 
day, and ‘not-only. have they 290 
museums, as against 52 before the 
war, but they are being taken 
freat care of, and are extraordi-. 
‘narily well visited, "| 

‘The. royal palaces and the big 
Romes of well-known people in 
Russia are preserved as museums 
and are toeday just as they were 
left. There is, in fact, what you 
would call a craze for museums. : 

“On the walls, among ‘other 
victures, I saw pictures ‘of ‘our 
King and Queen in the private 
apartments of the late Czar inithe 
Winter Palace, 


“Everything. is in the hands of 
experts, who are always re-arrang- 
ing and improving the galleries, 
‘The Hermitage. in Petrograd. 
must now be the biggest museum 
in the world. There are, they’ 
sav, 10 miles of. zalleries. 

AS’ to Russia itself, there are- 
every where traces of her. former 
|magnificences.. There»are- scenes. 
of stately ceremonial in Petrograd 
and also ‘there are big burnt-our 
houses. Russia to-day ‘is like a 
frame without the”picture,”. 


CAST oF ONE. 


WOMAN ON THE STAGE 
. ALL THE TIME, - 


" Tn. musical idiom Schénberg’s 
‘Erwartung.”: which has just been 
produced at the German Theatre, 
Hare offers nothing new to those 
who heard his “Pierrot Lunaire” 
in London a few months.ago. 

Tt jis of slightly earlier’ date, 
having awaited performance some 
fourteen years and the disintegri- 
tion into little bits of sound had 
not then proceeded so far, but in 
all essentials it-is the same musica! 
language as someone has described 

“all fits aud starts.” : 

But itis Schénberg’s first con- 
tribution tothe art of the stage. 
Everyone knew that he-would not 
write an ordinary, common-or-' 
garden opera, for, he does not do 
such commonplace things. 

What, -then,. is“ Erwartung ?” 
Tt is a dramavwith a cast of one, a 
womdn, who is on the stage the 
whole time, while one or two 
‘imple transformations indicate 
her progress through'a dark forest. 

She is haunted with foreboding. 
She knows that she haga rival in 
the affections of her lover. here 
is danger—and much “psychology” 
—in the air. 

Finally she stumbles against. a 
body. 'Tis"he! Shrieks. Mur- 
dered. More shrieks. Unfaithful. 
Still more shrieks ' He stares so. 
We séem somehow to remember 
that stare served up to Salome on 
a platter. Perhaps that is why we 
are not shown it bere, It is ua- 
necessary since we know it. More 
shrieks Much hysterical outpour- 
ings. Then subsidence, in which 
the curtain joins. ° 

Now, despite the morbid nature 
of the theme, this is theatrically 
somewhat childish. Not:thus are 
our withers wrung'in the theatre. 
Also it is a little out of date. 

Only in German could such a 
thing’ be regarded as profundity, 
for profundity is a matter in which 
most Germans are quite ‘naively 
‘susceptible, 

Yet musically it is interesting 
Schonberg, the composer, is far 
ahéad of his collaborators, who 
wrote the poem and. devised the 
staging. He is a remarkable man, 
and §f we have grown accustomed 
to his tortuous mode of expression 
thet is not to deny that it has con- 
tributed. something of permanent 
value to. contemporary musica] 
developmont.. His followers are 
his worst enemies. for they ask foo: 
much of us,

' ACHIEVEMENTS OF: A 
BRITISH MACHINE. 


A British aeroplane capable of 
vertical flight has been constructed 
for the Air Ministry and has suc- 
cessfully passed ‘its first. open-air 
trials.

DARING JOURNEY FROM 
‘PEKING.

*, Members of the Royal Geogra: 
phical Society listened to an in- 
teresting account of the journey of 
the late Brigadier-General George 
Pereira from Peking to Lhasa, a 
distance of 6,360 miles, of which 
‘over 3,500 was accomplished on 
foot. For ovér twenty years he 
had travelled in China, making’ 
many official, reports, but except 
» from .occasional letters to news- 
papers the general public knew 
nothing of his ‘work and travels, 
The story of his Journey from 
Tanyar to Lhasa, as related by his 


‘brother, Major-General Sir’ Cecil}. 


Percira, was listened to with wrapt 
attention by.many who are. await. 
ing with interest the early publica+ 
tion, from diaries and letters, of a 
‘fuller account of this wonderful 
journey.

Shipbuilders and shipowners 
are now apparently looking to the 
motor ship to restore prosperity in 
their respective industries. This 
is indicated by the progress that 
has been made by the ofl-engined 
ship ‘during the past. six ‘months. 
According to "The Mator Ship.” 
for July, vessels of this class 
totalling 450,0¢0 tons deadweight, 
have been launched or completed, 
whereas the corresponding figure 
for the whole. of 1923. was under 
§00,000 tons. - Seventy “or eighty 
new large motor vessels, represent- 
jug a deadweight tonnage of over 
600,000, havé been contracted. for 
since the beginning .of the year, 
and it is ‘estimated that there are 
now on order orunder construction
